Mexican Views 
Given Rotarians 


Appealing on behalf of the local 
Mexican population for an equal 
opportunity to learn, to sing and 
to play, Mrs. James Martinez de. 
livered an outstanding presenta- 
tion on the local racial problem at 
the Upland Rotary club meeting 
Wednesday noon. Her topic was 
the “Stranger Within Our Gates.” 

“I like people,” she __ said, 
“whether they are of my complex- 
ion or not.” She then pointed out 
that some residents go to the 
beaches and return much darker 
in color than any of the Mexican 
residents, “So,”’ she added, ‘“friena- 
ship is not a matter of color. or of; 
rece. Our attitudes are. mostly 
governed by prejudice in the mat- 
ter of likes and dislikes.” 

Mrs. Martinez, wha is one of the 
leaders in the newly established 
Inter-American club here, empha- 
sized that “legally the Mexicans 
are of the Caucasian race and from 
the government point of view are 
white.” 

The speaker then developed her 
theme along the lines of color, edu- 
cation, church abilities and gov- 
ernment. 

“It is our privilege to make 
them feel at home, and to show by 
our attitudes that we are friendly 
and that our only interests are not 
‘bound up in labor,” Mrs. Martinez 
said. “Segregation in schools and 
social life hurt them. ‘They only 
ask for an equal opportunity to 
learn, to sing and to play.” 

The speaker said that color lines 
must be obliterated. She was in- 
troduced by Oris Heinauer, pro- 
gram chairman. E. Birch Harri- 
son, president, was in charge of
